This office action is responsive to communications filed 03/10/04. 
Claim 1 is pending. 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed cap made 
of soft ply-vinyl chloride must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

2. Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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3. The following suggestions are offered to the applicant to place the claims in 
better form: 

The applicant is urged to rewrite claim 1 to conform to the customary U.S. practice 
especially in regard to grammatical and idiomatic issues. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the base annular plate" in line 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the hole" in line 8. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ansite (US 

3,527,242). 

Ansite discloses a valve body for a collapsible vinyl bag (18) comprised of; 1) a 
first valve body, which has a hemi-sphere knob (36), which is developed at the center 
and is connected to the first valve body by pluralities of the vanes developed in radial 
direction from the knob to the outer radius of the lower surface of the first valve body 
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and has pluralities of air path holes developed between the vanes (see Fig. 4), 2) a 
second valve body (14), 3) a flexible silicon valve (10) which has a circular wall (24) 
developed on the upper surface of the base annular plate (38) and an upper annular 
plate (46) developed outward around the circular wall, and which is engaged between 
the first valve body and the second valve body locating the hole at the center of the 
base plate onto the hemi-sphere knob of the first valve body, 4) a ring (16), which is 
located at the outer surface of a collapsible vinyl bag, supporting the valve body which 
locates inside surface of the vinyl bag.
